New Bprara Tested 

He said 3,4-d sprays did not pro- 
duce' the expected results. Experi- 
ments with many new chemicals 
and combinations or weed killers 
are being tested. It 1* believed aome 
of these will prove efficient and 
cheap enouih to permit consider- 
able halogeton eradication work next 

The state appropriated 13J.0OO for 
control of noxious weeds on state- 
owned lands during the current 
blennlum. 

Lyman said some state lands al- 
most worthless became of severe 
noxious weed Infestations have been 
cleaned up to the extent that sales 
have exceeded appraisals, thus giving 
the state a revenue fax In excess of 
the cost of the noxious weed pro- 
tram. 

Work Wllh Counties 
Lyman said the atate owns no 
sprayers or machinery and has no 
crews on the state payrolls, but has 
worked Its noxious weed eradica- 
tion on state lands through coopera- 
tion of the counties. 

This system has been 'presented 
to the federal government for Its 
approval, which would get the con- 
trol of noxious wetdi on federally- 
owned lands with a minimum of 
overhead costs, he said. '

All other Important commodities 
were selling for less than minimum 
celling lerels. No price ceilings have 
been set on any farm commodities.

U. S. Widens Curbs 
For Defense Efforts 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 29 <\JB— The government took prac- 
tically complete allocation control over supplies of cobalt to- 
day In a move that will cut deeply into civilian supplies of 
radios, television sets and household items, 

Tho drastic order follows government steps to control rub- 
ber supplies, tighten bank credit and put into effect penalty 
laws against hoarders of vital materials. 

The national production authority announced that begin- 
ning Feb, 1 every purchase of more than 25 pounds of strate- 
gic cobalt will require NPA approval, including defense 
orders.

BOISE. Dec. 23 <iT>— D. A. Stub- 
blefield, Idaho commissioner of agri- 
culture, declared he was "rather 
surprised" at an order banning ship- 
ment of No. 3 potatoes from Idaho 
and other western states. 

"I'm surprised because there Is a 
lot of controversy over that altua- 
Hon and I didn't think the secretary 
(or agriculture) would act when this 
controversy existed." StubbleHeld 
said. 

He pointed out that tho Idaho 
potato control committee had voted 
In lavor ol banning the shipment 
of No. 3 potatoes, but this action 
had been opposed by growers and 
shippers. 

Blubblefleld said it was the at- 
Utude of Idaho shippers that No. 3's 
helped "sell the No. l's" because 
sometimes mixed care were ordered. 

Ho added that Idaho No. 3 pota- 
toes also competed- In «cm« mld- 
westem markets with tha local 
product.

It was the first top-to-bottom al- 
locsUon order issued since the gov- 
ernment revived World war n con- 
trol powers to mobilize American 
Industry for military production.

In another major action, the gov- 
ernment required the nation's bonks 
to post more ol their deposits with 
the federal reserve bants, thus cut- 
ting down tho amount of money 
available for loans. 

The action orders the banks to put 
up about 13,000,000,000 more than 
before. The federal reserve board 
said that actually dries up about 
113,000,000.000 in credit, thus stalling 
off Inflation. It also means fewer

8. has ex- 
tended assistance to a communist 
government. Tito's regime, though 
dedicated to communism at home, 
hu butted the Russian -dominated 
International com Inform for two 
years. 

The ' bin, passed overwhelmingly 
y the' senate and house, actually 
authorises 130,000,000 In relief for 
the drought-stricken country. But 
of this total about fl3.000.DOa already 
has been earmarked from other 
funds and will be replaced from 
money made available through new 
legislation. "

Agreement on the renrmlnfi of Germany by 
the North Atlantic pact nations can't be hail- 
ed today with the satisfaction that would 
have erected It a few months back 

German leaders haVc declared flatly that 
they won't take port In the approved plan. 
It calls for Incorporating lnto_nn_ European 
army some 150.000'Gcrmans'formcd Into reg- 
imental combat teams not exceeding 6,000 
men each. 

The German government at Bonn demands 
forces or divisional strength, serving under 
their own generals. France fears this would 
mean revival of the dreaded German general 
staff, but the Germans do not seem to be In- 
sisting on such a staff. 

They are troubled, however, by another 
major Issue: Where to place a defense line 
In Germany. Waltm military thinking Is 
said now to favor the Rhine, which would 
mean abandoning most of the country, in- 
cluding portions of the vital industrial Ruhr. 
Oermons bellevo the line should run closer 
to Berlin, possibly along the Elbe, a stream 
that slices diagonally southeastward through 
the Russian rone. .... 

In other words, the Germans feel that u 
they are Important enough to play a major 
role In a European defense army, any defense 
plan should give them equal status with other 
western countries and should envisage the 
real defenae of their land. 

Even If they won these terms, a lot of Ger- 
mans plainly would have no stomach for re- 
arming. They believe they'd be doormats in 
another war with the Russian hordes tramp- 
ling over them In their drive west to the 
, Atlantic. ( 

Moreover. Russia Is trying hard to frighten 
West Germans out. of cooperating with tire 
Atlantic pact nations. Recently the Russian- 
controlled parliament of East Germany put 
forth a proposal for the execution of "war- 
mongers" who collaborate with the western 
powers. Anyone who took part In the Euro- 
pean' defense effort, or even approved it, 
would be beheaded if and when the commun- 
ists gained control. To people wondering what 
tomorrow will bring, measures of this sort 
have grave meaning. 

These fears ark surely understandable. If 
we In the West want the Germans to be in 
the front line of defense against Russia, 
we moy have to make more concessions than 
have yet been made. 

France, having grudgingly conceded this 
much, will not easily yield more. Yet events 
may soon compel the French to recognize that 
■the menace of Soviet Communism Is far 
greater and more Immediate than any threat 
of revived German militarism.

whole question may become academic. To 
- Judge from communist action elsewhere, the 
Soviet union will not indefinitely allow the 
■west the luxury of debating leisurely how it 
will defend itself.

'In """their widely circulated "Stockholm 
appeal" for the outlawing of the A-bomb, 
the Russians did their work well. A good 
part of Europe already Is acting as If the 
bomb were Indeed outlawed. 

Even among those who understand the 
A-bomb is no more Immoral than any other 
weapon of war, there are urglngs against its 
use by the U. S. unless It has been dropped 
on us first. 

This Is strange reasoning from allegedly 
mature, men. Europe's keenest observers, In- 
cluding some satellite diplomats, believe 
firmly that our possession of the atomic bomb 
Is the one great deterrent to a Russian effort 
to conquer western Europe 

There's not the slightest doubt that at this 
stage of our military preparedness the bomb 
is the only weapon wo have which could In- 
flict real damage on the Soviet union should 
it march tomorrow. To be barred from using 
it Is to be robbed of an effective club against 
Russian aggression. 

Furthermore, air force officials believe 
there would be grave risk In waiting to em- 
— ploy the A-bomb. Though doubters contlnuo 
to turn up, our experts believe the Russians 
have the bomb themselves. Certainly, to play 
It safe, we must assume they have and can 
make at least a dozen or a score a year. 

What would it mean to allow the Russians 
to drop the bomb first? Not only colossal 
damage to key cities, but possibly the lm- 
- mobWzlng._rlshL-at-the start,. or our own- 
A-bomb effort. 

The Russians know where our strategic 
air force is based, .where our oil is. where 
-A-bombs are produced. If we'ro lucky, thoy 
don't know where finished bombs are stored. 

But It's evident they might, with suicide 
squadrons carrying either the A-bomb or 
even Just old-fashioned -blockbusters, 
Irreparable harm to our key striking force 
before it could make Itself felt. To risk that 
,1s to risk total defeat. _ 

Strategic air officers are wholly aware of 
this peril and H worries them greatly. So 
incidentally, does the prospect of .Internal 
cabotage which might ground many bombers 
we'd need to carry the A-bomb to Russia. 

Should a war come, our hands must not be 
tied as to the use of the one great- weapon 
in our arsenal. Those who -argue that wc 
should wait are, perhaps unconsciously, argu- 
ing a counsel ol defeat.
